SOLICITOR’S APPEAL

IS A NURSE “A WORK 
MAN ”? 


There are three appeals under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1934, the most 
interesting of which raises the question: Is a 
nurse a ‘“ workman’’? ‘The appellant, a dis- 
pensary nurse, employed by a County Board 
of Health, was, it appeared, involved in’a 
colliston with a donkey and cart when cycling 
back from a maternity case, and the Circuit 
Court Judge dismissed her application for 
compensation, holding that she was not a 
workman within the meaning of the Act, and 
that no contract of service existed between her 
and the Board of Healh. This appea) already 
had been before the Supreme Court, and 
stood over for further evidence in the Circut 
Court. 

ihree new trial motions are included in the 
Supreme Court list. One of these is on be- 
half of a medical doctor against whom judg- 
ment for £1,000 had been given, on the ver- 
dict of a jury in favour of a boy who brought 
an action, suing by his father, against the 
doctor claiming wamages for the loss of an 
eye. The allegatron was that the doctor was 
negligent in the handling of a bottle of 
iodine, and that some of the iodine splashed 
into the boy’s eye while he was in the 
defendant’s dispeusary. The doctor is ap- 
pealing ov the ground that the trral was un- 
satisfactory, and that the verdict was against 
the weight of evidence. 


NEW TRIAL MOTIONS 


A new trial motion is set down in an 
action of Edward Donohoe, of Killeshandra, 
against Eugene Reilly, of Carrigallen. 
In this action the plaintiff claimed damages 
for the loss of his wife, who, he. stated, was 
knocked down by the defendant’s motor car 
and fatally injured; and the defendant is 
appeens from the verdict of a jury and 
judgment for £2,000 in favour of the plain- 
tiff, one of the grounds of appeal being that, 
the defendant says, the amount of the 
damages is excessive. 

In an action of Thomas Harnesse, of 
Chapel street, Ballinrobe, against Sweeney 
and Staunton, of Claremorris, a new trial 
motion is being brought on behalf of the de- 
fendants, who are appealing from the verdict 
of a jury and judgment for £1,250 in favour 
of the plaintiff in his a¢tion for damages for 
injuries which he was said to have received 
in a collision in which his motor car and the 
defendants’ lorry were involved near Long- 
fcrd last September. 


MURDER VERDICT APPEAL 


" There are three applications to come before 
the Court of Criminal Appeal. The most im- 
ortant of these is the application of Patrick 
Soylan, of Coburg place, Dublin, who seeks 
leave to appeal ean his conviction at the 
Central Criminal Court on the charge of the 
murder of Nora Whelan, of Nicholas street, 
Dublin, on 5th December last. 

The second is by William Henry Coleman, 
Merrion square, Dublin, whoasks for leave to 
appeal from his conviction at the Circuit 
(Criminal) Court and sentence of five years’ 
penal servitude on a charge of using an 
jnstrument to procure a miscarriage. 

The third is in connection with a sentence 
at Cork on conviction on a charge of ro- 
ceiving. 


HABEAS CORPUS MOTIONS 


Many very interesting questions will come 
up for argument in the High Court, espe- 
cially on the State side, where there are four 
cases on notice, two cases stated by District 
Justices, and three cases stated on the 
Revenue side. Of three Aabeas corpus 
motions two relate to the custody, of children, 
and- the third is regarded as being of 
great importance. 1t is on behalf of a 
Dublin man who was detained in Dublin 
on @ Scottish warrant, and one of the 
matters to be argued is whether or not a 
Scottish warrant is valid in the Irish Free 
State. The allegation against the man who 
was detained on the warrant was that he 
had failed to provide for his wife, who was 
in Glasgow. 

There is a certiorari application in respect of 
assessment to excess profits duty made on 
Miss Kathleen Twomey, 8t. Luke’s, Cork, 
as executrix of her mother’s will. |

ERE we are in the midst of the 

children’s Easter holidays—and, in- 
credibly, in sunshine. Parents worthy of 
the name will see to it that the youngsters 
spend every available moment in the open 
to recover finally from our devastating 
winter and to store up reserves of health 
and energy for the new term.

SUGGESTING OCCUPATIONS 


Happy and successful are the parents 
who can deal with this situation by sug- 
gesting a really absorbing occupation in 
which they themselves can take a genuine 
interest. For children, while they resent 


casual suggestions to “ go and; play ” and: 
are easily cast down by lack of grown-up 
interest, respond at once to comradeliness 
—they live in their own world, but are 
not happy in it unless they know the 
way is open to communicate. 

First of all, parents can encourage 
hobbies such as bird study and photo- 
graphy, and it will be all to the good if an 
element of friendly competition can be 
aroused between the children themselves 
by offering prizes. With birds, for in- 
stance, a prize could be offered for the 
number of varieties “ spotted ’’ on an 
afternoon walk, for accuracy of descrip-

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Apropos of this particular hobby, I 
would strongly recommend everyone who 
has a gramophone to secure for their own 
and their children’s delight ‘‘Songs of 
Wild *Birds,’’ by E. M. Nicholson and 
Ludwig Roch, a fascinating illustrated 
book, accompanied by two double-sided 
records giving the songs of fifteen birds 
(mostly those to be heard in any garden). 
The complete outfit costs about 15s. and is 
wonderful value. If the records are played 
near a window where there is a bird table. 
birds will come in flocks—reassured, I 
suppose, by hearing their own music so 
fearlessly sung. The records can, of course, 
be played in the open, too; and it is great 
fun to watch the puzzlement of robins, 
tits and thrushes, blackbirds and dunnocks 
when they hear their own calls. Anyone 
who can whistle will inevitably spend 
hours learning to imitate the, songs and 
calls—and then the triumph of being 
answered ! 

With, photography as a hobby the same 
principle of competition can be introduced 
—both children and adults will find this 
hobby infinitely more interesting if a 
photographic paper is taken. The Camera, 
an Irish publication, is exce’! nt, and not 
expensive. It gives just the hints that 
amateurs most need—about, for example, 
‘“ composing ” a picture, “ framing ” an 
unsatisfactory snapshot so as to obtain 
picture values. For the more ambitious, 
who do their own developing and print- 
ing, there is also plenty of interesting 
matter. Prizes could be offered for the 
best snapshot of certain subjects—a tree, 
a close-up of a flower, a portrait study, a 
group, a vista, and so on.

Mr, COSTELLO (U.1., Dublin County) said 


the Department of Education had a wider 
function to fill than to ram the Irish language 
down the necks of the Irish people, very 
party in the House had subscribed to the 
restoring of the Irish language, and if they 
said anything in criticism of the methods 
employed they were told they were anti-Lrish. 
It was about time that that attitude was 
abandoned. The Department of Education 
had a bigger problem than the revival of the 
Irish language—the education of the Irish 
people. 1t they concentrated on bringing back 
the Irish language at all costs, they would 
reduce the people of the country to a set of 
ignoramuses. Some of the most enthusiastic 
and narrow-minded people who were running 
the campaign to bring back the language, at 
no matter what cost to the nation, were in- 
clined to refer to those who did not see eye 
to eye with them as cranks. They them- 
selves were the cranks, and the Irish language 
should not produce cranks. 

He was convinced that the methods used 
at present were cteadily killing the Irish 
language, and he believed that in his time he 
would see the language nearer to its death 
than it was fifty years ago. 

Having referred to the subsidy of £2 for 
children in the Gaeltacht who spoke Irish, he 
satd they would speak English when it paid 
them better—when they went to England or 
to Dubhn. They could not live in that 
island in splendid isolation. They must 
equip themselves for fighting their battles in 
therr contacts with other counties. 


NARROW AND INSULAR 


It seemed to him from his observations 
that to be a true Gael it was necessary to 
be narrow and insular. The Irish, as a 
people, were not linguists: thev found it 
hard to learn languages. Although one fre- 
quently found people of the cvuntinental 
countries able to speak seven or eight lan- 
guages, the Imshman who spoke more than 
three was an unusual encounter.

(jovernment had in -mind in regard *o the 
situation.

NO ACTION AT PRESENT

6.5 per cent. of the teachers would be 
qualified to teach practically the whole ver 
gramme through Irish. 47.6 per cent. had 
the bilingual certificate. He regretted that 
he could not approach the Minister for 
Finance on the question of the restoration 
of the cuts, because the Government had 
explained quite plainly their position, and 
the country understood what their contentio™ 
was. While the teachers had suffered a 9 per 
cent, cut, the State had taken on an obliga- 
tion cf about £388,000, which would increase 
each year until it eventually reached the 
figure of £500,000 annually, in connection 
with teachers’ superannuation. He dig not 
see any prospect of the Government re- 
opening that question at the present time. 
It was to be admitted that a share, whether 
the whole or some less amount of the 9 pe" 
cent, cut, should go in the form of pension 
contribution, and, although there was an 
element of economy in the cut, it was an 
essential part of the pension fund settlement, 
which had the sanction of the Dail. It 
seemed extraordinary, when the country was 
in such á serious state financially, according 
to the Opposition, that the Government 
should be expected to go very much further 
now and restore the whole of the 9 per cent. 
cut. That attitude could be explained only 
by the fact that they were on the eve of a 
general election. A good many of the 
teachers realised that the campaign for the 
re-opening of the pension fund settlement 
was not likely to succeed, and, without 
attempting to suggest that the teachers had 
not a perfect right to put their case before 
the country, the Government had explained 
that they were not prepared at the present 
time to re-open the question, and that was 
how the matter stood, 


THE AVERAGES 


The fall in the numbers of enrolments and 
the averages in the schools had been going 
on for some years, They were taking cer- 
tain steps with regard to reducing the num- 
ber of teachers, reducing the number of can- 
didates in the training colleges, refusing 
recognition to teachers trained in Great 
Britain, and reducing the numbers of junior 
assistant mistresses. They were taking a 
number of other steps to eventually try to 
reduce the supply of teachers to equal the 
demand, but that merely covered the ques- 
tion of entry of new teachers into the pro- 
fession, and did not deal with the existin 
teachers. The position had been examined, 
and certain rules were brought into opera- 
tion on January Ist, 1935, which eased the 
a It had since become more acute, 
10owever, particularly in the counties on the 
Western seaboard. The problem had had 
his most serious consideration, and, although 
he could not make a definite statement at 
the moment, deputies might be assured that 
anything which the State could be reason- 
ably expected to do to meet the situation 
would be done.

With regard 
to rural areas, a census of defective school 
buildings was being obtained, and arrange- 
ments had been made for the furnishing of 
reports on sanitary. conditions. They had 
never held up, in so far as was possible to 
avoid it, dealing with any worthy case. He 
did not believe that the number of genuine 
cases of over-crowding of classes was very 
large. He thought that parents should take 
full advantage of the facilities for the instruc- 
tion of their daughters in domestic economy 
that existed in vocational schodls.

TOKYO, Thursday. 

The political campaign this month, 
leading up to the general elections on 
April 50th, will, it appears, be mainly a 
duel between the combined strength of the 
great Minseito (Liberal) and Seiyukai 
(Conservative) parties and a new, party 
which will represent the Hayashi Govern- 
ment. 

The Minseito and Seiyukai held 375 out 
of the 466 seats in the Diet. which was 
dissolved yesterday. Political observers 
think, however, that between 150 and 200 
members of the Diet (mainly from the 
two great parties) will join the new 
Government party. 

Prince Konoye, Speaker of the House of 
Peers, has been suggested as best qualified 
to be president of the new party, but it is 
doubted whether he would accept the post. 

It is understood that the Showakai 
Party (Liberal Progressives), which had 
twenty-five members in the dissolved Diet, 
will be merged with the new party when 
it is formed. 

Mr. Keisuke Mochitsuki, leader of the 
Showakai and an ex-Minister, is reported 
to have recommended to General Hayashi 
the appeal to the country. 

Meanwhile a joint front against the 
Government is being organised by the 
majority parties—Minseito and Seiyukai. 
‘Negotiations are going on between their 
executives for an agreement not to fight 
each other in the same constituency. 

The Social Mass Party (Labour), which 
made large strides at the last election, 
already has announced that it hopes to 
raise its representation in the Diet from 
22 to 50, and has adopted 48 new candi 
dates.

Rising bread prices are likely to be a 
feature ef European economy for some 
little time to come, and there is yet no 
indication that the maximum has been 
reached.- In some quarters there is a belief 
that wheat, flour and bread prices again 
may reach the levels of the worst days 
of the Great War. How this extraordinary 
situation has been brought about is one 
of the minor mysteries of a mysterious 
time, but there is no doubt that at least 
some of the explanation for the mystery 
is to be found in the heavy purchases 
recently made by Germany and Italy. So 
great have the demands of Italy been in 
the Argentine market that Argentina has 
been forced in self-defence to prohibit 
further exports of wheat to that country. 
The reason for these heavy shipments by 
Germany and Italy is not apparent; part 
of it may be the failure of their own self- 
sufficiency policies, but possibly a more 
cogent reason may be advanced by referriny 
to the preparations for war in both 
countries. These countries have entered 
the market heavily at.a time when reserve 
stocks were unusually low and when, for 
two successive seasons, crop yields had 
not reached expectations. A few years 
ago .there was so much wheat in the 
world that nobody quite knew how 
to handle it, so acreage under the 
crop was curtailed and minimum prices 
were arranged in such a way that 
movement was slow. Canadian finances 
were strained by the burden, and in the 
United States a financial crisis was pre. 
cipitated. To-day the world’s reserve stock 
of wheat is only one-fifth of what it was 
in 1933 and less than half of what it was 
last year. Prices have advanced so sharply 
that the reserve price of the United States 
Ministry of Agriculture almost has been 
reached, and American wheat again may 
begin to move towards Europe. The 
prospect may be improved at once by the 
effect which rising prices will have upon 


but reports from Russia indicate a reduc 
tion in wheat yield in that vast country. 
It seems clear, however, that bread, flour

certainly will recommend considerable 
changes in the area and configurations of 
Dublin City, and, as we trust, in the 
relations of the governing bodies within 
the county; and the planners must know 
exactly the extent of their material before 
they make a start upon the work. Let us 
hope that they will be given the oppor. 
tunity to make that start as soon as 
possible. In the meanwhile, we con- 
gratulate the Corporation upon this latest 
evidence that it is determined to make up 
for lost time, and let us urge it not to

England is in danger of losing her village 
schoolmasters. This is yet another of the 
problems associated with the migration of 
the country people to the towns—of the 
flight from the land and the agricultural 
life to the bright lights and attendance 
upon the machine. . As the people go to 
the towns their children attend the town 
schools; but it would seem that educa- 
tional authorities also are blameworthy to 
some extent, The-tendency is to build and 
equip larger schools in the towns—and for 
this educational experts have long pleaded 
—where specialisation may be indulged 
and: the individual eccentricities of the 
children more carefully studied. The 
acceptance of this policy means that the 
children are concentrated in fine, and often 
noble, buildings, in which their every 
psychological whim is attended, and it may 
be even pampered ; but they are taken from 
the village environment and set in the 
ways of the town. An educational system, 
guided by experts, may thus unwittingly 
take its own special place in the denuda- 
tion of the rural areas. If the village 
school disappears, as destined to disappear 
it. seems to be, one of the pillars of the 
community will be removed. How often 
in the past has the village schoolmaster 
been recognised and duly praised for his 
work in the shaping of famous men? It is 
necessary to refer only to Sir J. M. 
Barrie’s ‘‘ Thrums ” for a testimonial to 
his work and worth. In the village “ the 
master ” was more than a mere school- 
master ; he was the guide, philosopher and 
friend of the village population. Possibly 
villagers no longer need such guidance as 
the schoolmaster offered and supplied in 
the past; free compulsory education may 
have supplanted him by the printed word. 
Whatever may happen in England, the 
villages of Ireland will still have “ the 
master, 
nowadays is the position held by a woman 
teacher. Boys will be boys, whatever the 
century be; and boys need the guiding 
hand of a man teacher. We have seen the 
passing of the village forge, and regretted 
its passing; let us hold to the “ village 
schoolmaster 
and, perhaps, no less for the sake of our 
novelists and playwrights.

- Gott Strafe England! 


It is a great pity that the German 


nation should be served so badly by its 


publicists. The Germans as a race are a 
peace-loving folk; but at critical moments 
in their history they have a knack of pro- 
ducing fire-eating writers, whose views are 
broadcast throughout the world and are 
accepted generally as the authentic views 
of the German people. Lissauer’s Hymn 
of Hate during the War was worth an 
army corps to the British Government, and 
a few years ago the effusions of the 
egregious Professor Banse did untold 
damage to the German cause. Now 
another writer has come along to poison 
the wells of Anglo-German friendship. He 
is a certain Herr Herbert Goebel—not to 
be confused with the great Goebbels—who 
has written a new “ German History.” It 
does not seem to be a very notable pro 
duction ; but it has been recommended for 
use in German schools by the Nazi 
Teachers’ Association, and consequently is 
likely to exert considerable influence on 
the minds of Germany s youth. Herr 
Herbert Goebel is suffering from a severe 
attack of xenophobia. He lashes out at 
the foreigners in great style, reserving his 
bitterest blows for the British, whom he 
describes as the greatest war profiteers. 
Britain, according to Herr Goebel, pur. 
loined the German colonies on the pretext 
that the Germans were bad colonisers, 
although the British themselves always 
had exploited ruthlessly the peoples en. 
trusted to their care. They had restricted 
the cultivation of crops in Egypt, destroyed 
Indian industries, and generally had been 
unfaithful to their charge, whereas, of 
course, the Germans had shown an example 
to the world. Herr Goebel! also dislikes 
the French and the Slavs. The French, 
he declares, would be only a second class 
Power without their negroes ; indeed, they 
hardly can claim any longer to be a 
European nation. The Slavs originally 
were Nordics, but they became _ inter- 
mingled with the Mongolians (has Herr 
Goebel forgotten the history of Prussia 1), 
from whom they inherited uncleanliness, 
slavishness, disloyalty, and sudden out- 
bursts of savagery. Of the Slavs, one 
gathers, the Czechs are the worst, consti 
tuting a serious menace to Germany s 
flank. This is the sort of history that is

The Free State’s Subscriptions 


The annual report for 1935-6, which has 
just been issued, reveals that the Free 
State provided one-twenty-fifth—four units 
out of one hundred—of the £22,200: per 
annum income of the Committee. The 
United Kingdom pays 35, Canada 16, Aus- 
tralia 14, India 12; South Africa and New 
Zealand 8 each, Southern Rhodesia 2 and 
Newfoundland 1. Whatever the amount of 
their contribution, the Governments have 
equal rights on the Committee. Over 
£5,000 was spent during the year on the 
printing of intelligence reports covering 
prices and production of every possible 
commodity. The main groups are :—Grain 
crops, meat, fruit, dairy produce, vegetable 
oils and oil seeds and industrial fibres. 
The Irish Government have also agreed to 
continue their annual contribution—ap- 
proximately 2£700—to the Committee's 
associated body, the Imperial Agricultural 
Bureau, which makes available by colla- 
tion the results of agricultural research 
and kindred subjects from almost every 
country in the five continents. 


The Budget Deficit 


Many people must have been disap- 
pointed this morning when they became 
aware that the mational revenue and ex- 
penditure for the past year showed a 
deficit of over five and a half millions. There 
is really a Budget surplus of £7,530,000, 
but allowance had to be made for the 
£13,127,000 set apart for the redemp- 
tion of debt, which, of course, is 
an important feature of sound finance. The 
income from direct taxation proved a little 
disappointing, but there can be no doubt 
that in the coming financial year the 
revenue from this source, owing to the 
growth of international business activity, 
should show an increase. Taking every- 
thing into consideration, Mr. Chamberlain 
closes his year of office with the country’s 
finances in sound condition, and he will 
be able to obtain without difficulty any 
extra money he may require for the re- 
armament programme, quite a goodly pro- 

ortion of this being found from revenue. 
Mr. Chamberlain, when he opens his 
Budget, will have an eye to the future, 
however, for indications are not lacking 
that industrial profits may reach their 
= this year, as manufacturers are 
eginning to complain of the increase in 
cost of raw materials.

This possibilit, 
may lead to the Chancellor budgeting for 
more money than people will regard as 
necessary. 


Budget Insurance 


Insurance against Budget risks has now 


a result of the agreement reached last year 
after the Budget secrets inquiry, The 
effect of this arrangement is that before 
any contingency risk can be taken under- 
writers must satisfy themselves that the 
proposer has a legitimate insurable 
interest, and that no Budget risk trans 
actions can be taken after the close of the 
financial year, March 31.

Invitation to the Navies 


The Admiralty has sent out ‘fifty invita. 
tions to the navies of the world, including 
the Dominions, for representation each by 
one warship at the Coronation Naval 
Review, and most of the invitations have 
been accepted. Foreign Powers will have 
a greater representation than they had 
at the 1911 Review, when their vessels 
numbered only seventeen. On this occa- 
sion some of the Powers would like to send 
more than one ship, and, while the Navy 
would be pleased to see more than one, 
conditions are governed by the space at 
Spithead. In 1911 167 British warships 
and seventeen foreign vessels took up an 
area of eighteen square miles, and the 
Royal yacht had to steam about twenty- 
five miles up and down five lines of ships 
to allow the King to see them all, while he 
spent a considerabie period receiving the 
visiting Admirals and the British Admirals 
on board the Victoria and Albert after 
the Review. On this occasion the warships 
will present the most interesting and 
varied collection of fighiing vessels ever 
seen at the same time.

As the work is 
divided into sections it is believed that 
some of the smaller jobs—including 
bridge-building—may be undertaken by 
other firms in this country. 

These tenders, which cover the construc- 
tion of the big dam on the Liffey, the 
erection of a power-house and the tunnel- 
ling from the dam to the power-house, were 
received about a week ago, and will be con- 
sidered by the Eléctricity Supply Board 
engineers.

THE NATION’S DIET 


a. 


In a leading article The Times 
observes:—A_ preliminary report on the 
nation’s diet by the Advisory Committee 
on Nutrition is issued to-day. The Com- 
mittee was appointed two years ago in con 
sequence of the increasing public interest 
in the effect of diet upon health—an in- 
terest which has already been reflected, 
thanks to the initiative taken by this 
country, in the extensive inquiries con- 
ducted by the League of Nations. The 
work of Sir John Orr, who is a member 
of the Committee, also aroused great 1n- 
terest by its suggestion that even in 
this country. where the standard of living 
is admittedly high, about half the popula- 
tion were subsisting on something less 
than an optimum diet—a phrase which 
means that they were either consuming 
the wrong things or not enough of the 
right things to attain the best possible 
health and physical development. This 
suggestion was naturally taken up by the 
Opposition in Parliament, and the demand 
for measures to remedy defects. in diet, 
due either to ignorance or to poverty, 
found a ready response in all quarters. 
The Government launched a large scheme 
of physical education which must be one 
side of the efforts to improve the nation s 
health. The Committee’s present report 
deals with another and even more im- 
portant side of the same efforts ; for 
physical training will fail unless it is 
applied to properly nourished bodies. 

The report does not bear out the conten- 
tion that any large section of our people 
is either under-nourished or nutritionally 
unintelligent. On the contrary, taking the 
nation as a whole, it declares that all 
except a relatively small fraction of the 
population are obtaining the full amount 
of calories they require, and it shows in 
comparative tables giving the consumption 
per head per week of different kinds of 
foods during different periods—1909-15, 
1924-28, and 1934-35—that the public taste 
has been gradually turning towards the 
foods claimed by experts to be the most 
health-giving. For example, there has 
been an astonishing and continuous 
increase mn the consumption of fruit, 
butter, vegetables (other than potatoes) 
and eggs. This fact is both interesting 
and significant, because these are just the 
foods which home agriculture is best suited 
to produce, and those who, in the interests 
of national defence, are demanding further 
efforts to increase home production will 
find their case greatly reinforced by the 
report.

This tunnel, which will 
start from the reservoir a short distance 
from the dam, will be about eighteen 
square feet in area at its face; it will be 
cut through the rock for a distance of 
about 1,300 feet to the power-house, which 
will be built just below the Poulaphouca 
Falls (on the Ballymore-Eustace side), 
where the river makes a sharp bend to the 
left. The gorge is about 100 feet deep at 
this point, and the amount of water flow- 
ing through it will be virtually reduced to 
a trickle when the dam is built. Below 
the power-house, of course, the water 
which has passed through the turbines will 
flow back into the river. The line of the 
tunnel from the reservoir to the power- 
house has already been marked out by the 
engineers and surveyors. 
The dam, which will cause the country- 
side to be turned into a great lake, is to 
be constructed about 150 yards on the 
Blessington side of the falls. The gorge 
here is also about 100 feet deep. The posi- 
tion of the dam has been marked out, and 
it will be about fiftee feet in thickness at 
the base, becoming somewhat narrower 
towards the top. 
The in-take of the Corporation’s 60-inch 
main will be about 200 yards on the Bless- 
ington side of the entrance to the in-take 
for the power-house. A large amount of 
money will, of course, be payable in com- 
pensation to riparian owners at the 
Blessington end of the reservoir, and along 
the route of the water main to Clondalkin. 
It probably will take some time before 
the engineers can decide on the most ‘suit- 
able tender for the work, and then a 
further delay must elapse while a con- 
siderable quantity of plant is taken to the 
scene ‘of operations. Engineers believe, 
however, that the scheme can be completed 
in 1940, provided that a proper start is 
made during the spring or summer of this 
year.

MEATH GIRL KILLED 
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KICKED BY HORSE

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From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
KELLY, Thursday. 


At an inquest to-day in Riversdale 
House, Cookstown, Kells, on Fionnuala 
Kathleen Frazer; aged 13 years, who died 
from injuries received yesterday while she 
was schooling a horse over fences, the 
Coroner, Mr. J. J. Lynch, said that the 
child had been neglected, though, accord- 
ing to the medical evidence, there was 
little chance of saving her life. ‘‘ If there 
was one chance in a million there is not 
one of you who would not try for that 
chance and send for a doctor, and even if 
the doctor could do nothing else he could 
alleviate the agony the child must have 
suffered,’’ he said. 

Denis Hannigan, step-father of the de- 
ceased girl, said that the child was riding 
a mare over fences when the animal 
swerved and she was thrown. He saw the 
child during the night, but did not call a 
doctor, as he did not think her injuries 
serious.

Mrs. Hannigan wife of the previous 
witness, corroborated. She said that the 
mare was a safe jumper and always went 
well to hounds.

Dr. W. P. Lappin stated that death 
was due to internal hemorrhage, due to 
laceration of the liver and duodenum. 
The injuries would be consistent with the 
kick of a Forse.

The first Air Ministry order for the 
new aircraft factory, now under con- 
struction at Belfast for Messrs. Short and 
Harland, Ltd., has been placed. 

The machines, a large number of which 
are required for the Royal Air Force, will 
be the recently-designed Bristol 130 
bomber-transport type. Aircraft of this 
class have already been built in England, 
and the Air Ministry has given them the 
official Service name ‘* Bombay.’ 

The “ Bombay ” is a: dual purpose 
machine, designed for either long-range 
bombing or the carriage of twenty-four 
fully-armed troops. The armament in- 
cludes gun-turrets in the nose and stern of 
the aircraft, with lighter guns amidships. 

Production is expected to start in the 
near future, and arrangements have been 
made for leading officials of Messrs. Short 
Bros., of Rochester, builders of the 
Empire flying-boats, to be transferred to 
Belfast. Messrs. Short and Harland, 
Ltd., is a joint enterprise of Messrs. Short

Proposing that suitable arrangements be 
forthcoming for greater co-operation between 
Trish industrialists, educational authorities 
and the Goyernment for the training of 
technicians essential to the efficient opera- 
tion of industry, 

Mr. M. O’Buachalla, A.M.LE.E., said that 
in the present industrialisation of this 
country no effective provision so far had been 
made for the training and subsequent em- 
loyment of Irish technicians and craftsmen. 
There existed at present in this country no 
co-ordination worth ‘mentioning between 
their technical institutions and the chief in- 
dustrial py agen That was in striking 
contrast to the practice in other countries, 
where the closest co-operation obtained be- 
tween the educatioral bodies and the manu- 
facturing concerns. i 

“TH, is a regrettable fact,” said Mr. 
O’Buachalla, ‘that, although there are 
several adequately-equipped technical — in- 
stitutions in Ireland, many of the technical 
graduates are forced to go abroad to acquire 
experience in the practice of their profession, 
which it would be possible to obtain at home 
if suitable arrangements between education 
and industry were devised and adopted.”’ 

Irish brains and skill, he said, were rot 
being developed to control the newly- 
established industries according to any com- 
prehensive and recognised plan. That high 
technical skill could make up for handicaps 
was borne out in many well-known instances. 
Switzerland, with virtually no mineral re- 
sources, was the premier clock and watch- 
making country in the world, while Belfast, 
with a hinterland devoid of coal and _ iron, 
was one of the best-known shipbuilding 


centres, 
SECOND-HAND MACHINERY 


He emphasised the importance of dealing 
directly with manufacturers of machinery 
and not with manufacturers who make a par- 
ticular new commodity itself, because he 
understood that certain new. Irish industries 
had been equipped with second-hand 
machinery, supposed to be new, through 
dealing with the latter type of concern. He 
would earnestly request every Irish indus- 
trialist, for his own sake as well as for the 
sake of the country, to see that a clause was 
inserted in every contract for new machinery 
that for every £5,000 worth of equipment 
purchased an Irish national selected from 
native technical institutions would receive at 
least twelve months’ thorough training with 
the people supplying the machinery. Although 
such facilities had been refused by the Ger- 
man and Swiss Governments in connection 
with orders of considerable magnitude, he 
believed that it required only a little insistence 
on the part of the Government to have such 
a clause accepted. It seemed a pity that the 
trade unions did not prevent the importation 
of skilled operators who recently had come in 
with the new machinery... He suggested the 
formation of a committee to draft a suitable 
scheme. 

Mr. W. J. Whelan, secretary of the Dublin 
T.P.8., seconding, said that if they were to 
eater for Irish industry by supplying tech- 
nicians the training would have to be there 
in advance of the industry. There was 
truth in the remarks of the Jeader-writer in 
the /rish T'imes of the day previously that 
laymen found difficulty in knowing the trend 
of education. 

Mr, E. Morton, Principal of the Kevin 
street Technical School, said that industry 
required for development on a scale such as 
they had in Germany and Switzerland a 
sufficient number of craftsmen, key-workers 
and foremen, industrial chemists, and engi- 
neers and industrial scientists. In respect of 
cfaftsmen, they had provided facilities in 
the various technical education schools for 
the training of a sufficient number of people. 
What they required in this country was a 
college which would cater. for the national 
needs; and money could not be spent in a 
better way than in erecting a college for 
the traming of the higher technicians for 
industries, As regards tradesmen generally, 
their system of training was not excellent 
elsewhere. He suggested that industrialists 
here should take the large view and compen- 
sate them better. Technicians and scientists 
employed m industry here were very poorly 
remunerated. They were not remunerated 
sufficiently to attract the best brains. 

Mr, F. Ryan said that. through the lack of 
sufficiently qualified chemists here, brewers 
hed to send to England for analyses of their 
brews. 

The resolution was adopted. 


INQUIRY SUGGESTED 


Mr. J. J. Holloway, President, moved 
the following resolution :—'' This Association 
notes with satisfaction the statements of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce that the 
proposals of the Association for the elimina- 
tion of alien control of industry are being 
considered, and should welcorhe an exhaustive 
inquiry by the Government into individual 
cases of alien penetration brought to its 
notice by the Assocration and the Federation 
of Saorstát Industries.” He said that the 
penetration of their industries by foreign con- 
cerns was a matter which had received a lot 
of publicity for some time past. Next m 
importance to political freedom was industrial 
freedom, 

In a speech at the Federation of Saorstát 
Industries dinner, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerte, while admitting that any 
serious penetration of Irish industries by 
foreign concerns would be a matter for serious 
consideration, had stated that the amount of 
control of their industries secured by foreign 
concerns was not of a serfous nature, and was 
on. the decline. It was evident, said the 
speaker, that the information at the disposal 
of the Minister and the information at their 
disposal did not we 

‘he serrousness of this foreign penetration 
had for a long time come forcibly under their 
notice by reason of the number of manuiac- 
turers whom they had found on investigation 
were not eligible for membership of the 
organisation. Week after week they had been 
forced to reject applications because, 
on investigation, they were satisfied that the 
effective control of these firms was not in this 
country. They did not suggest that the 
Government is in any way to blame in this 
matter, because they could not foresee the 
evasions of the Control of Manufactures 
Act, an Act which was designed for the 
purpose of keeping in this country the control 
of their industries. 

“We do not object to legitimate com- 
petition from foreigners,’’ said the speaker.. 
‘If any foreign manufacturer comes to this 
country, lives among us and embarks in the 
manufacturing business, he will receive from 
us the traditional Irish hospitality, The 
foreigners we object to are people who operate 
from an office or head branch across the 
water, who in most cases have never seen 
this country, but set up a dummy company, 
sometimes with a capital not sufficient to 
cover office expenses, in most: cases aided 
by brands of commodities well known and 
receiving a free advertisement from a number 
of English papers circulating in this 
country.’ 

He had fio doubt that, when the Minister 
examined the information supplied by this 
organisation and by the Federation of 
Saorstat Industries, he would take

LICENSED MONEY-LENDERS 


Mr. W. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) asked 
the Minister for Justice whether he would 
state the number of money-lenders in each 
urban area registeréd under the Money- 
lenders’ Act; the total number of complaints 
received regarding alleged contraventions of 
the Act; the number of persons prosecuted,
